Moreover  its  rocky  hills  and’ 
arid  plateaus  were  seldom  completely,  and  never  for  long, 
in  the  sole  possession  of  the  Israelites. 

“Their  history  was  one  of  homelessness.  Much  of  the 
time  they  were  wanderers,  and  when  they  attempted  to 
establish  permanent  settlement  they  were  defeated  in  wars 
with  neighboring  states  and  finally  dispersed.  Yet  above 
the  l^ent  by  the  waters  of  Babylon  rose  paeans  of  prais  to 
a  God  whom  they  continued'  to  trust  and  thank  for  his 
goodness  to  man!  ^ 

With  so  many  more  outward  signs  of  God’s  blessings, 
how  much  more  meaningful  this.  Thanksgiving  season 
should  be  to  us.

The  mighty,  the  loudly  lauded, 
the  spectacular  things,  it  may 
not  be  given  any  one  of  us  to 
do.  hut  the  finest  thing  that 
man  can  do  it  is  within  our 
power  to  do.

Apostle’s  Witness  Proves  To  Be  Triumphant 


God,  yet  did  not  think  that  ex¬ 
alted  position  one  to  be  grasped 
and  held  onto,  but  forsook  that 
lofty  estate  and  heaven-high 
position  to  come  to  earth  in  the 
form  of  man,  having  come  to 
earth  in  fashion  of  man,  hum¬ 
bled  himself  even  unto  death, 
and  that  not  just  any  form  of 
death,  but  to  the  most  ignomini¬ 
ous  form  of  death  to  which  man 
was  anywhere  subjected  on  the 
earth,  a  shameful  form  of  death 
reserved  only  for  the  lowest 
class  of  criminals. 

The  Salutation.  “Grace  and 
Peace.  I  disagree  with  the 
brother  who  has  written  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  these  words  is 
of  geography  —  the  eastern 
word  being  grace  and  the  west¬ 
ern  word,  peace.  No!  Grace 
comes  first,  and  no  man  has  or 
can  have  peace,  agr^ment  one¬ 
ness  with  God  before  he  can 
have  peace  with  him.
